arrived at ports of debarkation but who have not reported to us- (c) 
Those who are now in various stages of separation and whom it is not 
intended to keep on either temporarily or permanently. With the 
limited personnel in OSS, there may be some delay in processing the 
papers of such military and civilian personnel, but everything is being 
done to expedite their separation -/or discharge from the Army or return 
to the pool. 



3. Paragraph (4) of my memo of 1 October is obsolete, for in 
order to meet the limitation agreed upon at today's meeting, we have 
decided to separate the three Japanese whom we previously intended to 
retain. 



4. You will realize, of course, that as certain personnel 
return from overseas, who have better qualifications than those listed 
on the personnel roster attached hereto, they will be substituted 
wherever possible in the interest of improving the efficiency of our 
work. For this reason, on occasion, we will still request people to 
be retained, either military or civilian, as replacements and not as 
additions to our roster.

1. Receipt is acknowledged of your note requesting 
comment on and return of Major Tharp’s memo to you dated 
20 September. 

2. The letter agreement between Mr. D’Olier and 
General Donovan provides, in substance, that all MO per- 
sonnel transferred to the Bombing Survey be on a loan 

basis, to be returned to OSS on or about 15 December, with all 
civilian personnel upon a reimburseabie babis. Even after 
the Executive Order of 20 September was issued, the War 
Dept, still requested that the agreement remain as is, and 
that the people be sent on a reimburseabie loan basis. I 
advised General Donovan of this, and he agreed that ve should 
continue to carry out the agreement. This will keep intact 
the personnel and the assets and therefore make them avail- 
able to any successor Department or Agency which will get 
the MO Branch. Personally, I see no reason for acting 
otherwise.
